The controversy had its inception in 
the city of New York, where the trade 
agreement the New York 
Managers’ Association and Local No. 
310 came to an end on July 1, 1912. 
Before the expiration of said agree 
ment, and for the purpose of taking 
up negotiations to enter into a 
agreement, the New York Union, 
through a committee formu‘ated sug 
gestions for a modification of certain 
conditions under the old agreement 
and was ready and desirous to confer 
about same the for a 
agreement with the managers. 

After the Managers’ Association had 
procured a copy of the suggestions, 
which spokesman informed 
our desired the time 
being only, for the purpose to be used 
as a guide to form its own committee, 
and even though understood 
that the suggestions were in no wise 
meant the last word of our Local 
Union in the matter, the Managers’ 
Association, without even meeting the 
committee of our Local in conference, 
gave notice through the press that it 
had rejected any and all suggestions 
of the musicians as unreasonable, and 
thereby, from the very beginning, 
maintained the arbitrary stand of “We 
have nothing to arbitrate,” and Local 
Union 310 had finally brought about a 
meeting between a committee of the 
managers and Local Union 310.

JUDICIAL RECALL. 

Federal Judge C. H Hanford, of Seattle, Wash., has 
been recalled. He took the initiative in resigning before 
conviction. As a Federal Judge, he assumed auto- 
cratice power. He took upon himself the authority to 
set aside the will of the people of Seattle, a mnuicipality, 
when the city municipal authorities determined to regu- 
late street car fares. As a Federal Judge this did not 
officially come within the prerogatives of a United States 
Court. That cut no ice with Hanford. The street car 
regulation cut into the profits of some of his friends and 
boon companions, therefore, he assumed the authority to 
interfere. Having held the position of an autocratic Fed- 
eral Judge for twenty-two years, he was drunk with 
power. The evidence submitted to the Congressional 
committee, investigating his case, proved he was drunk 
through Hanford cocktails (an invention of his judicial 
ingenuity) pretty much all the time, off and on the bench. 
Hanford, drunk or sober, always decided against the 
people, in favor of the powerful monied interests, and 
his aristocratic club associates who, in their bacchanalian 
orgies, toasted the Judge in bumpers of the “Hanford 
cocktail.” (By way of explanation, a Hanford cocktail, 
according to the sworn evidence submitted to the Con- 
gressional committee, is a Martini, with an onion instead 
of an olive. Every first-class bartender in Seattle knows 
what a Hanford cocktail means.) 

The pitcher may go often to the well, but eventually 
it will go once too often. So it happened to this vice- 
regent of God on earth, as per President Taft. He can- 
celled the citizenship of a man who had declared that the 
Constitution of the United States was not perfect, but 
open to possible improvement. 

Hanford had his court decorated with United States 
flags; wore a buttonaire of the same, almost covering 
his jujdicial chest, when he rendered this decision. He 
thought this show of what grand old Samuel Johnson de- 
clared “the last refuge of a scoundrel.” would make every 
loyal citizen yawp a “glory hallelujah” for Hanford. But 
it didn’t. Not by a jug full of Hanford cocktails. A 
chap by the name of Victor Berger, Congressman from 
Milwaukee, Wis., couldn’t see the patriotism in such a 
decision. He brought the matter to the attention of 
President Taft and Attorney-General Wickersham. 
They agreed that the proceeding of “Onion Cocktail” 
ITanford, in this particular case was somewhat irregular. 
Congressman Berger brought the matter before the 
House of Representatives in the shape of an impeach- 
ment against this august Federal Judge. The House of 
Representatives took to the idea like a duck to water. A 
committee was appointed to investigate Hanford. And 
the result. Oh, Lord! it smells to heaven! 

After the committee had collected enough evidence, 
three times over, to prove that Hanford ought to be, 
where he has sent many a poor unfortunate, not half as 
guilty as he, by advice of his attorneys, he resigned. He 
ought not to be allowed to resign. He should be prose- 
cuted to the limit and made to do penance for his crimes. 
In his letter of resignation he said that “he was proud 
of his record.” Perhaps he refers to his invention of the 
“Hanford cocktail.” He may be proud of that, but of no 
other act of his whole misrepresenting the supposable 
honorable Federal Judiciary.

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A RESPONSE FROM BELGIUM. 


The following letter was received from the father of 
one of the heroic musicians who went down with the ill- 
fated Titanic, in response to a letter from the General 
Secretary and the resolution adopted by the Omaha con- 
vention, published in the June issue of the International 
Musician : 


2 Rue de la Paisc, Liege, July 15, 1912. 
Monsieur Owen Miller, St, Louis: 

Dear Sir—I beg to thank you very much for your letter of the 
26th and the copies of the journal which I duly received. You 
will also forward my best thanks to the whole committee and 
members of the A. F. of M. for their kindness and the noble 
way they have honored the memory of the poor young mu- 
sicians of the Titanic. We have been deeply touched to hear 
that American musicians and American people more than any 
one else have praised so splendidly the brave conduct of those 
young men. Thanking you again more than I could express it, 
believe me, dear sir,

Following is the resolution as adopted by the Omaha 
convention: 


“Whereas, On the fifteenth day of April, 1912, the 
White Star liner, ‘Titanic,’ the largest ship afloat, 
freighted with over two thousand human souls, and on 
her maiden voyage, foundered off Cape Race after col- 
lision with an iceberg, entailing thereby perhaps the 
greatest loss of human life ever known in tk: history 
of marine travel; and 

Whereas, Among the many acts of individual bravery 
credited to those who perished in the disaster, none stand 
out in bolder relief than the heroic conduct of Wallace 
Hartley, John Hume, Percy C. Taylor, J. Wesley Wood- 
ward, J. F. C. Clark, George Krins, T. W. Brailey and 
Roger Bricoux, composing the ship’s orchestra, who in 
the darkness and terrot of that awful tragedy, and in the 
face of certain death for themselves, remained at the post 
of duty, unswerving to the last, and by playing cheered 
and comforted their fellow unfortunates until the icy 
waves of the Atlantic engulfed all and forever stilled the 
harmony of the instruments. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That, we, the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians, in convention assembled, view with pride the 
many heroic acts and performances of musicians on the 
field of battle and other catastrophes. We remember 
when a United States war vessel was lost in a hurricane 
off the Island of Samoa, some years ago, that her band, 
when the ship was pounding to pieces on the rocks, as 
sembled at the foremast and went down playing bravely 
“Star Spangled Banner,” and now in the name of mu- 
sicians everywhere we are again proud to chronicle and 
record the noble finale of these musicians of the Titanic 
a finale which in our opinion takes rank with any of the 
valorous acts performed by mankind throughout the ages; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That we extend to the families of those lost 
on the Titanic our sincere and heartfelt sympathy in their 
bereavement; that these resolutions be recorded in the 
proceedings of this convention; that they be suitably en- 
grossed so that they may be placed upon the halls of each 
succeeding convention hall of the American Federation of 
Musicians, and that copies be sent to the families of the 
deceased and to the press.

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RECIPROCITY. 


A part of the Washington Marine Band has an en- 
gagement at “Chevy Chase,” a resort outside of Wash- 
ington. A few weeks ago the band was ordered to some 
official function. Since the investigation before the 
Labor Committee of the House of Representatives, when 
the fact was brought out that the whole band rarely 
turned out for official occasions, as at the same time a 
good many of them were filling jobs in competition with 
civilians. General Biddle was astonished when he heard 
this, and that is the reason for this story. The members 
of the band that held the Chevy Chase engagement were 
ordered to attend to their official duties, and had to secure 
substitutes. Smith, the sub-leader, hied himself to Fort 
Meyer, and got the 15th Cavalry Band to take their place. 
The General Secretary of the A. F. of M. took up the 
matter with the War Department, which resulted as set 
forth below:

Sir—Referring to your letter of June 18th, 1912, complaining 
that members of the 15th Cavalry Band, stationed at Fort 
Meyer, Virginia, were employed on June 9th by the Marine 
Band to fill an engagement of the latter organization to furnish 
music at Chevy Chase Lake, Maryland, I am directed by the 
Secretary of War to inform you that the commanding general, 
Eastern Division, Governors Island, New York, to whom the 
matter was referred, has reported that the commanding officer, 
Fort Meyer, Virginia, has been instructed not to permit mem- 
bers of the 15th Cavalry Band to accept such engagements in 





future.

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IMPROVING THE MARINE BAND. 

Congressman William Shelby Howard, of Georgia, a 
member of the Labor Committee, has introduced a bill, 
known as H. R. No. 25,805, incfeasing the pay and al- 
lowances of the Marine Band, with a proviso that this 
band will not be permitted to accept engagements in 
competition with civilian musicians. 

That the readers of the International Musician may 
thoroughly understand the purport of the bill, it is, in 
its full text appended: 


TO PROMOTE THE EFFICIENCY OF THE MARINE 
BAND. 

3e it enactecd by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
the band of he United Sates Marine Corps shall consist of one 
leader, whose pay and allowances shall be those of a captain in 
the Marine oCrps; one second leader, whose pay shall be one 
hundred and fifty dollars per month; five principal musicians, 
whose pav shall be one hundred and twenty-five dollars per 
month; thirty first-class musicians, whose pay shall be one 
hundred dollars per month; twenty second-class musicians, 
whoe pay shall be eighty-five dollars per month; and five third- 
class musicians, whose pay shall be seventy dollars per month. 

Sec. 2. That the second leader and the principal, first-class, 
seconde-class, and third-class musicians shall not be entitled to 
fuel, light, quarters, nor rations, nor any allowance therefor, 
except that when ordered by the proper auhority on duty out- 
side the limits of the District of Columbia they shall be sub- 
sised and quartered by the Government while on such duty; and 
that their raes of pay shall not be increased on account of 
length of service. 

Sec. 3. That such furher sum as may be necessary to cover 
the increase in the pay of said band provided by this Act be, 
and he same is hereby, appropriated, to be paid out of any 
money in the Treasury no otherwise appropriated, under the 
appropriation, “Pay, Marine Corps,” for fiscal year ending June 
thirieth, nineteen hundred and thirteen: Provided, That here- 
after no member of said band shall be detailed, ordered, or 
permitted to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, business, 
or performance in civil life for emolument, hire, or otherwise 
when the same shall interfere with the customary employment 
and regular engagement of local civilians in their respective arts, 
trades or professions. 
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PEELS THE BARK OFF. 





James H. Barry, editor of the San Francisco Star, 
wields a pen that attracts, his contributions not only 
designating him as a man of nerve and verve, but like 
wise a student of fundamentals in the economic organ 
izations of labor. Mr. Barry is a stanch trade unionist, 
and his article, “The Minimum Wage,” in the last issue 
of the Star, is of such a trenchant character, dealing with 
a theory now in the rough ashler period, that it is not 
only timely, but his viewpoint illuminating and interest 
ing. It is as follows. 


“Strike and strike and yet again 
strike is in the news. 


Kverywhere the workers com- 
plain of the high cost of living with which wage increase 
does not keep pace at all. The strikes in progress or 
threatened are of such proportions that only national 
givernments can deal with them. They can’t deal with 
them solely by repression, government must try some- 
thing else. There is but one thing to try, we are told. 
That is the establishment of a minimum wage. It may 
have to be tried, since so many people can not think any 
further than that device; but the minimum wage will 
fail. The minimum wage is only a temporary stop-gap, 
which will temporarily relieve conditions only to make 
them worse eventually. There can not be successful 
wage regulation by law while conditions which the law 
can not touch operate irresistibly to lower wages. The 
best thing government can do is to make opportunity 
for work for every man. It can do this only by unlocking 
the land for the use of the people without their paying 
tribute to owners. This once done, the government can 
do nothing better than let wages alone. With a job open 
to everybody wages will go up everywhere. Wages will 
go up because labor will be in demand, and they will not 
go up at the expense of capital, for with plenty of free 
labor at work they do nothing but create capital. The 
minimum wage theory will not work in a world where 
there is no minimization of monopoly of the only thing 
upon which labor can be exercised directly or indirectly— 
the land.” ; ;

ANOTHER JUDICIAL VICTORY. 


A theatre manager of Minneapolis, Minn., applied for 
an injunction to prevent Local No. 73, A. F. of M., of 
that city, from enforcing a law which regulated the 
minimum number that should constitute a theatre or 
chestra. The Circuit Court refused to issue the injunc 
tion, on the ground that the musicians were right in 
insisting that the public be given what they pay for, 
namely, proper instrumentation. An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court of Minnesota, and that Court has 
Sustained the decision of the lower Court. Hats off to 
the Supreme Court of Minnesota. 


EVADING THE LAW. 

An effort in which Governor Hunt is taking part is 
under way to secure the Fourth Regiment Band for the 
coming State Fair. Letters have been written to Senators 
Smith and Ashurst and Representative Carl Hayden, ask- 
ing them to use their influence with the War Department 
in order to get the required order, and it is believed the 
effort will be successful. A new regulation which has 
been adopted since the time the band was here last year, 
makes it impossible to get its services under the arrange- 
ment made at that time. There have been so many calls 
for the services of military bands that the department has 
adopted a rule against their indiscriminate employment. 
So, to get around the difficulty it is proposed to ask Sec- 
retary of War Stimson to order the band here on prac- 
tice march. Whether the Secretary will consent to issue 
the order will probably be known within a few days. The 
presence of this band undoubtedly would prove a good 
drawing card as, in addition to its fine military appear- 
ance, which is always an attraction, it is recognized as 
one of the finest musical organizations in this section of 
the country.—Phoenix News.

EXTREMES. 


A supposable good symphony conductor gets from 
£7,500 to $15,90C per term, of not more than six months— 
usually about twenty weeks, or at the rate of about $375 
to $759 per week. ; 

The members of the orchestra receive from S25 to 
$75 per week. Some few perhaps more. The question 
to be answered is, is the conductor, no matier how emi 
nent he may be, worth from $300 to $700 more per week 
than the best in the orchestra? Could the most eminent 
conductor stand by himself? Never! Just the same 
the people in charge of these orchestras entirely ignore 
the “ensemble” that goes to make up the orchestra. In 
most cases the conductor idea is “hero worship.” 

Nine times out of ten there are men sitting in the 
orchestra just as capable as the conductor, perhaps more 
so. But a prophet is without honor at home. 

Some day, in the near future, the American musician 
will be recognized. Our musical enterprises are, as a 
rule, under control of prominent citizens who consider 
patronizing institutions of culture a fad. Their idea is 
to draw patrons. As business people they know that 
plain American John Smith or Joe Brown, no matter 
how able, is not a drawing card. It is necessary to 
beguile the public, to have some one with a foreign cog- 
nomen. For instance, with long hair—named Schmier- 
otendorfenbuttinsky. That fits modern taste. The 
American, never. Ile is both rude and crude, so thinks 
the promoter, despite his ability. 
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MERITIRIOUS AND UNIONLIKE. 


No greater tribute can be paid to the organized labor 
movement than to recount its meritorious and _ self- 
sacrificing deeds. In Portland, Ore., only recently an inci- 
dent occurred that shows not only fidelity to principle, but 
plainly emphasizes the altruistic spirit pervading the 
membership of our unions. Several years ago Mrs. Eva 
Shaffer was left a widow with five children to support. 
She was without means, and was compelled to exercise 
the most rigid economy to support her children and keep 
them in school. With commendable persistence she 
struggled on, but, as misfortune seldom confines its 
operations to any prescribed area, the brave woman was 
met with further reverses. Her little home was de- 
stroyed by fire, thus making her struggle doubly hard. 
But the Good Samaritan did not fail to put in an appear- 
ance this time. The Carpenters’ local union took im 
mediate action and secured donations of lumber from the 
lumber yards and a number of union carpenters volun- 
teered to rebuild the little home, which has been com- 
pleted, and without cost to the unfortunate widow. It 
is deeds of this character that make for the imperish 
ability of the unions of labor.

The city government of Schenectady, N. Y., deter- 
mined to furnish the people with ice. These 
men got the idea in their heads that if the city could 
furnish its citizens with water in liquid, they could also 
furnish it in solid or frozen form, but they reckoned 
without their host.

Chas. Weber, the leader of the band that p!syed at 
the Baltimore Convention, besides being a favorite with 
all the politicians, displayed his knowledge of the power 
of popular music, and showed a great sense of humor by 
playing appropriate selections just at the right time, keep- 
ing the vast multitude constantly on the “qui vive” pick- 
ing up the meaning of each number. 

The audience paid as much attention to Weber as they 
did any of the prominent persons persent. He kept them 
constantly in good humor by the way he seemed to hit the 
personality of the speakers and their candidates with his 
musical satire. Thus when Wm. Jennings Bryan stepped 
to the front of the platform to read his resolution at 
tacking the influence in politics of great wealth, Weber 
and his band started up that latest of popular songs, “At 
the Gate of the Palace of Dreams.” The vast audience 
immediately recognized it’s meaning, and the applause 
and laughter was deafening, only to subside as they all 
joined in singing the refrain. Mr. Bryan asked some one 
near him what they were playing, and upon being told, 
he smiled a real Bryan smile. It was the only time dur 
ing the night that his face relaxed. When the New York 
delegates were served with sandwiches, and Chas Murphy 
reached for his, the band struck up, “Gee; I Like Music 
With My Meals,” and Mr. Murphy bowed to Weber and 
ordered the caterer to see that the band got some of the 
chicken and turkey. 

When the nominations were made and William B. 
Bankhead, of Alabama, nominated Oscar Underwood, 
Weber thought it a good time to play “I’ve Just Come 
Back From Dixie Land.” Champ Clark’s name brought 
forth “You're My Baby,” and the house roared, and 
joined in the chorus. Judson Harmon was nominated to 
the tune of “Oh! You May,” and Tammany joined in 
the chorus and raised the roof. Woodrow Wilson got 
his send-off with the latest march, “ Spirit of Inde- 
pendence,” and Weber had to repeat it. Gov- 
ernor Marshall’s nomination was followed by “If 
You Talk in Your Sleep, Don’t Mention My Name,” and 
it went with the crowd. Mr. Sulzer, who sat in a box, 
when nominated, heard that rip-roaring song, “I’m the 
Guy,” and gracefully acknowledged the musical saluta- 
tion by rising and bowing to Weber. The hit of the 
evening was made by Weber when Vardeman, the pic 
turesque Senator from Mississippi, temporarily took the 
chair, and he started the band off with “Oh, You Beauti- 
ful Doll.” It was a great night for popular songs, but 
towards morning half of the audience were so hoarse 
that they could not speak above a whisper.

THE ECCENTRIC LEADER. 


“The day of the eccentric band leader has gone. 
Seven or eight years ago a musical director 
affecting a lot of unnatural poses and supposedly, artistic 
emotions, was sure to completely carry away his audience 
with enthusiasm. However, this theatrical stunt in a 
short time became so overworked that it soon dawned 
upon the general public that what were once: thought to 
be the natural outbreaks of artistic temperament in a 
band leader were nothing but bits of clowning. 

“Today, people everywhere are showing preference 
for music that is brought out with naturalness and not 
eccentricity of direction. 

“A modern bandmaster must-also cater to all tastes in 
music in order to fill the requirements of his position. 
It is not the continual playing of the ‘stormy’ 
pieces as was the, custom of the eccentric musician that 
strikes a popular chord these days. Instead of suc 
cessful band leader is one who provides a program that 
will be so varied that at least something in it will appeal 
to every music patron, whether one’s favorite music is 
grand opera, light melody or ragtime.”—Exchange.

They 
were asleep, recuperating for the work 
of the next day. 


A ROMAN STRIKE, 


As the public mind is now much oc- 
cupied with the subject of strikes, per- 
haps a ‘brief account of a notable strike 
that occurred in Rome in the year 309 
A. C. may not be without interest. 

The pipers in ancient Rome were 
originally a small company whose 
duties were to furnish solemn music 
at the public sacrifices and at funerals. 
In virtue of their quasi-religious char- 
acter they dined at the public expense 
in the temple of Jupiter. But in pro- 
cess of time, and with the growth of 
luxury, it became the fashion to en- 
gage their services for private enter- 
tainments. With this increasing de- 
mand their numbers greatly increased, 
and they began to be looked upon as 
mere hired musicians; so in the year 
mentioned the censors deprived them 
of their daily dinner in the temple. 
The touchy artists took this in high 
dudgeon, and to a man picked up their 
pipes and marched out of Rome to 
Tibur (now Tivoli). 

The Romans were struck with con- 
sternation at this unlooked-for coup; 
not for the loss of the music, but be- 
cause no sacrifice “could be offered 
without the proper devotional toot- 
ings; and without sacrifices no cam- 





paign could be begun, no army march, 
no consuls be inauguraated—in a 
word, all public, and much private, 
business would be at a standstill. 

The Senate, recognizing the gravity 
of the situation, dispaltched envoys to 
the Tiburtines, entreating them to 
send the pipers back. The Tiburtines 
were willing to do what they could, 
and assembling the pipers in the curia, 
besought them to return. The pipers 
said that there was nothing to arbi 
trate; if their temple dinners were re 


stored they would go back; on no 
other condition would they budge. 
The Tiburtines, a superstitious gen 


eration, did not dare to use force with 
men who, whatever their failings, had 
a sort of semi-sacred character. 

A council was called to discuss the 
matter. In the discusion one citizen 
remarked that.pipers were notorious 
wine biblers (vinit avidum genus), and 
that in that weakness might lie the so- 
lution of the difficulty. The council 
caught the idea and proceeded to act 
upen it. On the next holiday all the 
wealthy citizens gave musicales, at 
which they swpplied the musicians with 
wine so liberally that they lost con- 
sciousness of sublunary things; upon 
which the Tiburtines loaded them on 
wagons, drove them that night to 
Rome, and left them, still fast asleep, 
in the Forum. 

Great was the joy of the Romans 
the next morning to find their pipers 
back. They besought them never to 
leave them again, restored the temple 
dinners, and gave them and their suc

Says the Swine Breeders’ Journal: 

“Young pigs must have unbounded 
freedom in direct sunlight, and pure 
air for healthy, normal growth, They 
must be able and induced to run and 
play at large rance, for upon a strong 
physical constitution depends the fu- 
ture health and growing and fattening 
power of the older hog. 
confined in a small pen or 
house, where they are compelled to 
lie all day, or simply walk about a 
little, cannot exercise enough 
velop bones, muscles and all vital or 
gans. All young animals must play 
during the early growing period, and 
the man who does not know tnis na 
tural necessity and permit them wide 
room for play will soon be disappoint- 
ed in them,” 

While our Philological knowledge 
of the swine language has never got 
beyond hog latin, still we believe that 
the mother and father swine have as- 
siduously cultivated in their young

WORKMEN—IN KANSAS. 


The Supreme Court of Kansas has 


handed down a decision on the con- 


stitutionality of the law known as the 


“Coercion Act of F.ansas,” which was 


enacted in 1909.

Frisco 
Railroad Line, Fort Scott, Kan. We, 
the undersigned, have agreed to abide 
by your request, that is, to withdraw 
from the Switchmen’s Union while in 
the service of the Frisco Company.” 
Che superintendent fined $500. 
The company appealed to the Supreme 
Court. The two cases were disposed 
of ‘by the Court at the same time. This 
decision has been handed down at a 
very opportune time. It is expected 
it will put a stop to a vicious practice 
that has been growing up in Kansas 
for some years. The Court said: “An 
individual employe cannot coerce his 
employer from remaining a member 
of his association, but the individual 
employer may so coerce his employes 
unless restrained by law. The indi- 
vidual employe is in such case pitted 
not only against his employer in con 
tracting the conditions of employment 
but against the aggregation of 
associated employers. Such a condi- 
tion tends to reduce employes to mere

“Tt strikes me that any mature citi 
zen with as much gray matter in his 
cerebum as a gray goose will under 
stand that when the Constitution in- 
hibits the abridgement of free speech 
by clear implication, it infers a right 
to speak, to print or to publish. Jus- 
tice Wright held in this case that a 
justice may do by injunction what 
Congress is prohibited from doing by 
legislation.
